Avila  University  is  a Catholic,  four-year,  co-educational  university  with  liberal  arts  and  pro- 
fessional programs.  It  is  situated  on  48  rolling  acres  in  south  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  Avila 
University  was  founded  in  1916  and  is  sponsored  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet. 

From  its  modest  beginnings,  Avila  has  become  a flourishing,  comprehensive  university 
offering  a variety  of  degree  programs.  Founded  as  the  College  of  St.  Teresa,  the  college  grew 
and  expanded  to  a larger  campus  in  1963.  It  was  at  this  time  that  the  college  name  was 
changed  to  Avila  to  honor  St.  Teresa  of  Avila. 

Avila  University’s  commitment  to  excellence,  to  service  of  students  and  the  community,  to 
quality  education  of  spirit,  mind  and  body,  and  to  growth  of  the  whole  person  is  deeply  root- 
ed in  its  Catholic  heritage  and  in  the  lives  and  beliefs  of  the  founding  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph. 

Students,  faculty  and  staff  at  Avila  University  provide  a supportive,  caring  yet  challenging  envi- 
ronment in  which  students  receive  close  personalized  attention  with  a student-faculty  ratio  of 
13:1. 

A strong  emphasis  is  placed  on  integrating  the  liberal  arts  into  all  programs  so  as  to  prepare 
students  for  a lifetime  of  personal  fulfillment  and  career  growth.

History  of  Avila  University 

The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  were  founded  in  LePuy,  France,  in  1650  to  serve  their  neighbors 
by  responding  to  the  needs  of  society.  In  1836,  six  Sisters  arrived  in  America  and  traveled 
up  the  Mississippi  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  settled  in  a small  town  south  of  the  city  known 
as  Carondelet.  These  women  established  several  schools  and  were  soon  known  as  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet. 

In  1866,  five  Sisters  came  to  Kansas  City  and  opened  the  first  private  high  school  for  young 
women,  St.  Teresa’s  Academy.  In  1916,  the  academy  administration  chartered  the  first  pri- 
vate college  for  women  in  Kansas  City,  the  St.  Teresa  College,  and  offered  a two-year  pro- 
gram leading  to  an  Associate  of  Arts  Degree.  Fifteen  years  later,  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing  became  affiliated  with  the  college  and  nursing  students  were  enrolled  in  basic  sci- 
ence and  humanities  courses. 

In  1940,  the  college  was  expanded  to  a four-year  liberal  arts  college  with  professional  pro- 
grams in  nursing,  education  and  business.  It  was  fully  accredited  by  the  Commission  on 
Institutions  of  Higher  Education  of  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
in  1946  and  was  called  the  College  of  St.  Teresa. 

The  college  established  Kansas  City's  first  baccalaureate  degree  program  in  nursing  in  1948 
and  was  accredited  by  the  National  League  for  Nursing  in  1966.  Additional  programs  in 
allied  health,  social  work,  and  special  education  were  developed  to  complement  strong  pro- 
grams in  the  liberal  arts. 

The  growth  of  the  college  resulted  in  a move  to  its  present  campus  in  1963,  which  is  locat- 
ed in  suburban  South  Kansas  City,  three  miles  from  Interstate  435.  Seeking  to  serve  a diverse 
population,  the  college  became  coeducational  in  1969,  established  graduate  programs  in 
business,  education  and  psychology  in  1978  and  began  Kansas  City’s  first  Weekend  College 
in  1984. 
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Since  its  founding  in  1916,  Avila  University  has  been  committed  to  excellence  in  teaching 
and  learning  in  an  environment  that  respects  the  uniqueness  of  each  person  and  stresses 
responsible  service  to  others. 

Philosophy  of  Avila  University 

Avila  University,  sponsored  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet,  is  an  academic  com- 
munity dedicated  to  education  in  the  liberal  arts  and  the  professional  areas. 

Avila  is  a Catholic  university  that  seeks  to  foster  the  intellectual,  spiritual  and  social  growth 
of  its  members.  The  university  community  includes  men  and  women  with  a diversity  of  reli- 
gious convictions.  The  administration,  faculty,  staff  and  students  work  together  to  create  an 
environment  wherein  the  quality  of  Christian  hope  permeates  and  enlivens  an  objective 
search  for  truth. 

Avila  students  are  encouraged  to  develop  values  which  enable  them  to  grow  in  freedom  and 
responsibility  as  they  respond  to  contemporary,  social  and  moral  issues.

Its  fourteen  buildings  are  situated  on  48  acres  in  suburban 
South  Kansas  City  and  include  residence  halls;  a fieldhouse;  a sports  complex  for  baseball, 
softball  and  soccer;  the  library;  theatre;  chapel  and  classroom  facilities.

Theatre  with  thrust  stage  and  seating  capacity  of  500,  the  McKeon  Performance  Studio  and 
Music  rooms.  Borserine  Center  houses  offices,  classrooms,  lounges  and  learning  laboratory 
for  nursing  students  and  faculty. 

Hooley-Bundschu  Library  (1978) 

Library  houses  70,000  volumes,  a learning  center,  and  a computer  laboratory. 

Whitfield  Center  (1978) 

Houses  the  business  department,  the  Avila  Advantage  program,  classrooms,  the  Whitfield 
Conference  Center  and  the  Thornhill  Art  Gallery. 

Mabee  Fieldhouse  (1980,  expanded  2001) 

Contains  the  gymnasium,  equipment  and  locker  rooms  for  both  men  and  women,  a weight 
room,  a walking  track  and  athletic  offices. 

Thomas  R.  Zarda  Family  Athletic  Complex  (1991) 

Multipurpose  outdoor  athletic  complex  for  softball,  baseball  and  soccer. 

Dallavis  Center  (1992) 

Classrooms,  the  Communication  Center  including  a TV  studio  with  audio  and  video  editing 
facilities,  and  the  Art  Center  with  studios  and  a photography  laboratory. 

Schlumpberger  Facility 

Houses  maintenance  equipment  and  services. 

Library 

The  Hooley-Bundschu  Library  is  the  information  resource  center  for  the  campus.  It  houses 
a collection  of  over  70,000  books,  a current  subscription  list  of  500  periodicals  and  newspa- 
pers, videotapes,  CD-ROMs  and  the  entire  ERIC  document  collection  on  microfiche.  The 
Library  is  a member  of  MOBIUS,  a statewide  consortium  of  over  50  academic  libraries  with 
a shared  on-line  catalog.  The  Library  subscribes  to  on-line  search  services  DIALOG  and 
WESTLAW  as  well  as  providing  student  access  to  the  bibliographic  databases  FirstSearch 
and  ERIC.  In  addition,  the  Library  provides  access  to  full-text  databases  EBSCOhost,  Lexis- 
Nexis  Academic  Universe,  Gale  Business  & Company  Resource  Center,  Contemporary 
Women’s  Issues  and  Discovering  Authors.  A children’s  literature  collection  and  study 
rooms  are  available  for  faculty  and  student  use.  In  addition,  the  Library  houses  a computer 
lab  with  sixteen  IBM  compatible  computers  connected  to  the  campus  network  and  provid- 
ing e-mail  and  Internet  access  as  well  as  Microsoft  Office  and  curriculum  related  software. 
Macintosh  computers  are  also  available.  The  Library  is  designed  to  provide  an  environment 
conducive  to  learning  and  research  in  an  age  that  merges  written  and  electronic  media. 


Academic  Technology  Facilities 

Avila  University  has  two  computer  labs  and  three  computer  classrooms.  The  two  computer 
labs  are  located  in  the  Hooley-Bunschu  Library  and  in  Carondelet  Hall.  Two  computer  class- 
rooms are  located  in  O’Rielly  Hall  and  one  is  located  in  Dallavis  Center. 
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The  library  lab  has  18  Dell  computers  and  1 Macintosh  computer  connected  to  the  campus 
network.  The  network  stores  the  application  software,  which  consists  of  Microsoft  Office 
and  other  applications  for  specific  classes  as  well  as  allowing  access  to  the  Internet.  There 
are  also  a variety  of  software  applications  directed  towards  nursing  education  available  on 
the  library  computers.  For  students  living  in  the  residence  halls,  a lab  of  10  Dell  computers 
is  housed  in  Carondelet  Hall.  These  computers  have  the  same  software  as  the  O'Rielly  com- 
puter classroom.  There  are  four  printers,  of  which  two  are  color  printers. 

One  Dallavis  classroom  consists  of  15  Apple  Macintosh  G3  computers,  each  equipped  with 
a 17”  Multiscan  color  monitor.  Software  available  consists  of  Microsoft  Office,  Microsoft 
Works,  Photoshop,  Illustrator,  QuarkXPress,  and  other  specialty  applications.  This  class- 
room also  has  three  CD  burners,  three  scanners,  an  HP750  color  plotter  and  an  HP  5M 
Laserprinter.  Both  O'Rielly  computer  classrooms  consist  of  22  Pentium-II  computers,  each 
having  a SVGA  color  monitor.  Each  computer  runs  Windows  software  including  Microsoft 
Office  and  other  specialty  applications.  Other  equipment  includes  HP  5M  Laserprinters  and 
a SMART  Board. 

Faculty 

The  Avila  University  faculty  is  made  up  of  89  full-time  equivalent  professors.  Seventy-five 
percent  of  the  full-time  faculty  hold  Ph.D.  degrees  or  terminal  degrees  in  their  field  and  teach 
introductory  as  well  as  advanced  courses.  Avila’s  adjunct  faculty  are  practitioners  chosen  for 
their  ability  to  teach  in  specialized  areas. 

The  faculty  is  committed  to  excellence  in  teaching.  Research  and  publication  are  also  val- 
ued especially  when  collaboration  of  students  and  faculty  is  involved.  The  Avila  University 
faculty  is  dedicated  to  life-long  learning,  professional  growth  and  excellence  in  the  class- 
room. 


Student  Body 

Avila  University’s  1,400  students  come  from  the  Kansas  City  Metropolitan  area  as  well  as  14 
states  and  1 3 countries.  They  range  in  age  from  17-92.  Some  reside  on  campus  and  others  com- 
mute to  classes.  Over  80%  of  the  full-time  students  receive  some  type  of  financial  aid.  Avila 
University  students  major  in  one  of  33  undergraduate  and  3 graduate  programs  doing  clinical 
work  or  internships  in  numerous  agencies  and  businesses  throughout  the  metropolitan  area.

Sexual  Harassment  Policy 

It  is  the  policy  of  Avila  University  that  sexual  harassment  is  unacceptable  conduct  and  will 
not  be  tolerated.  To  establish  an  environment  in  which  the  dignity  and  worth  of  all  members 
of  the  institutional  community  are  respected,  Avila  University  will  take  immediate  and 
appropriate  corrective  action  in  cases  of  sexual  harassment. 

Avila  is  committed  to  maintaining  an  environment  that  is  free  from  discrimination  and 
harassment.  Avila  believes  that  each  student,  member  of  the  staff,  and  member  of  the  facul- 
ty should  be  given  an  equal  right  to  succeed  based  on  his  or  her  abilities  and  performance 
without  being  bothered  or  distracted  by  offensive  behavior  on  the  part  of  other  Avila  per- 
sonnel. Each  person  at  Avila  has  a right  to  personal  privacy  and  dignity.  Each  person  at  Avila 
is  responsible  for  creating  an  atmosphere  free  of  discrimination  and  harassment. 

Sexual  harassment  is  a form  of  sexual  discrimination  and  is  illegal  under  Title  VII  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  and  Title  IX  of  the  Higher  Education  Act.  Sexual  harassment  most  often 
exploits  a relationship  between  individuals  of  unequal  power  and  authority  (for  example, 
between  a supervisor  and  employee,  or  between  a faculty  member  and  student),  but  may  also 
occur  between  student  peers  or  employees  or  equal  ranks.  Any  member  of  the  Avila 
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Community  violating  this  policy  is  subject  to  disciplinary  action  (i.e.,  warning,  restitution, 
suspension  and/or  dismissal).  This  policy  will  be  strictly  enforced. 

1.  Definition 

Sexual  harassment  is  defined  as  any  unwelcome  sexual  advances,  requests  for  sexual  favors, 
or  other  verbal  or  physical  conduct  of  a sexual  nature,  when: 

a.  Submission  to  such  conduct  is  made,  either  explicitly  or  implicitly,  a term  or  condi- 
tion of  an  individual's  employment  or  education; 

OR 

b.  Submission  to  or  rejection  of  such  conduct  by  an  individual  is  used  as  the  basis  for 
employment  or  educational  decisions  affecting  such  individual; 

OR 

c.  Such  conduct  has  the  purpose  or  effect  of  unreasonably  interfering  with  an  individ- 
ual’s work,  educational  performance  or  of  creating  an  intimidating,  hostile,  or  offen- 
sive working  or  educational  environment. 

d.  Sexual  harassment  may  involve  the  behavior  of  a person  of  either  sex  against  a person 
of  the  opposite  or  same  sex,  when  that  behavior  falls  within  the  definitions  outlined 
above. 

2.  Examples  of  Sexual  Harassment 

The  overriding  factor  in  sexual  harassment  is  that  the  behavior  is  uninvited  and  unwanted. 
Sexual  harassment  is  not  accepted  social  behavior.  In  one  extreme  form,  sexual  harassment 
occurs  when  a person  in  a position  of  influence  or  control  uses  authority  or  power  to  coerce 
sexual  relations  or  punish  refusal.  Sexual  harassment,  however,  is  not  limited  by  the  gender 
of  either  party,  or  by  superior-subordinate  relationships. 

A hostile  environment  may  occur  even  if  the  harassment  is  not  targeted  specifically  at  the 
individual  complainant.  For  example,  if  a group  of  students  regularly  directs  sexual  com- 
ments toward  a particular  student,  a hostile  environment  may  be  created  not  only  for  the  tar- 
geted student,  but  also  for  those  who  witness  the  alleged  conduct. 

Sexual  harassing  behaviors  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  the  following: 

• Coerced  sexual  relations. 

• Physical  assault,  including  rape. 

• Unwelcome  sexual  flirtation,  advances  or  propositions. 

• Inappropriate  personal  questions. 

• Verbal  remarks  of  a sexual  nature,  whether  to  an  individual  or  directed  to  a group. 

• Sexually  explicit  or  sexually  offensive  jokes. 

• Graphic  or  degrading  verbal  or  written  comments  about  an  individual  or  the  individual’s 
appearance. 

• The  display  of  sexually  explicit,  offensive,  or  demeaning  photographs,  cartoons,  articles,  or 
other  written  materials  or  objects  of  a sexual  nature. 

• Transmitting  or  accessing  sexually  explicit  materials  by  computerized,  electronic,  or  other 
means,  such  as  e-mail  and  voice-mail. 

• Requiring  a person  to  wear  sexually  revealing  clothing  when  not  relevant  to  the  education- 
al or  work  experience. 

• Any  suggestive  or  unwelcome  physical  contact. 
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• Demanding  sexual  favors  accompanied  by  promises,  hints  or  threats  concerning  one’s 
employment  or  educational  status  or  opportunities. 

• Verbal  abuse  of  a sexual  nature,  including  graphic  commentaries  regarding  a person’s  body; 
comments  regarding  sexual  behavior;  sexually  degrading  words  to  describe  a person;  sex- 
ually suggestive  gestures,  to  include  staring,  leering,  or  ogling  the  person’s  body;  unwel- 
come requests  for  sexual  behavior;  lewd  comments,  sexual  innuendoes,  and  other  vocal 
activities  such  as  cat  calls,  wolf  whistles,  etc. 

• Introducing  clearly  inappropriate  or  generally  offensive  sexual  content  into  a classroom 
discussion. 

• Stalking 

3.  Confidentiality 

Faculty,  staff  and  students  of  Avila  University  must  report  to  one  of  the  members  of  the 
grievance  committee  all  alleged  incidents  of  sexual  harassment  of  which  they  become 
aware.  This  includes  circumstances  under  which  an  allegation  of  harassment  is  made  and 
accompanied  by  a request  to  keep  the  matter  confidential  and  take  no  action.  The  only  per- 
sons exempted  from  this  reporting  obligation  are  licensed  counselors  and  campus  minis- 
ters who  become  aware  of  the  allegation  in  the  course  of  providing  confidential  counsel- 
ing services. 

Cases  involving  sexual  harassment  are  particularly  sensitive  and  demand  special  attention 
to  issues  of  confidentiality.  Avila  University  will  protect  the  confidentiality  of  harassment 
allegations  to  the  extent  possible.  Avila  cannot  guarantee  complete  confidentiality,  since  it 
cannot  conduct  an  effective  investigation  without  revealing  certain  information  to  the 
alleged  harasser  and  potential  witnesses.  However,  information  about  the  allegation  of 
harassment  will  be  shared  only  with  those  who  need  to  know  about  it.  Records  relating  to 
harassment  will  be  kept  confidential  on  this  basis. 

4.  Sexual  Harassment  Complaint  Procedures 

See  the  Vice-President  and  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  or  the  Vice-President  and  Dean  of 
Student  Affairs  for  the  procedures  to  report  a sexual  harassment  complaint. 

5.  Other  Action  Permissible 

In  addition  to  using  the  grievance  procedures  described  in  paragraph  4,  persons  believing 
that  they  may  be  the  victims  of  sexual  harassment  have  the  right  and  are  encouraged  to  tell 
the  perpetrator  that  the  conduct  is  offensive  and  to  insist  that  the  conduct  stop. 

6.  Retaliation  Prohibited 

This  policy  seeks  to  encourage  students,  staff,  and  faculty  to  express  freely,  responsibly, 
and  in  an  orderly  way  their  opinions,  beliefs,  and  feelings  about  any  problem  or  complaint 
about  sexual  harassment.  Any  member  of  the  university  community  who  personally  or 
through  another  person  attempts  to  interfere  with,  restrain,  coerce,  discriminate  against,  or 
harass  (whether  overtly  or  covertly)  any  individual  making  a complaint  of  sexual  harass- 
ment will  be  subject  to  prompt  and  appropriate  disciplinary  action. 

7.  Avila’s  Commitment  to  Effective  Anti-Sexual  Harassment  Policies 

If  any  student,  member  of  the  faculty,  or  member  of  the  staff  feels  that  Avila  has  not  met 
its  obligations  under  this  policy,  that  person  should  contact  either  the  Vice  President  for 
Fiscal  Affairs  or  the  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs.  Effective  anti-harassment  poli- 
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cies  depend  on  all  members  of  the  Avila  community,  working  together  to  address  that  very 
important  subject. 

Consensual  Relationships 

Amorous  relationships  between  persons  of  unequal  power  and  position  within  an  organi- 
zation can  lead  to  difficulties  and  liabilities  for  all  parties.  Avila  University  considers 
amorous  relationships  between  employees  and  students  to  be  unethical  when  the  employ- 
ee has  professional  responsibility  for  the  student  in  the  context  of  supervision,  teaching,  or 
advisement  or  has  direct  power  to  control  benefits,  rewards,  privileges  or  penalties. 

Substance  Abuse 

Avila  University  is  committed  to  helping  all  members  of  the  university  community  to  make 
responsible  decisions  in  all  areas  of  their  lives.  As  a part  of  this  commitment,  Avila 
University  recognizes  the  need  to  supply  accurate  information  on  the  consequences  of  the 
use  and  abuse  of  substances,  legal  and  illegal,  to  students,  faculty  and  staff.  Therefore,  the 
university  has  established  a process  by  which  members  of  the  Avila  community  who  are 
abusing  substances  can  be  identified.  As  an  aid  in  developing  a mature  and  responsible  out- 
look, programs  through  which  identified  abusers  can  be  assisted  in  dealing  with  dependence 
have  been  established. 

Family  Education  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  (FERPA) 

Avila  complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  Family  Education  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  1974. 
This  Act,  as  it  applies  to  institutions  of  higher  learning,  ensures  that  students  have  access  to 
certain  records  that  pertain  to  them  and  that  unauthorized  persons  do  not  have  access  to  such 
records.  Copies  are  available  upon  request  to  the  Registrar. 

Student  Right-to-Know  Act 

Avila  complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  Student  Right-to-Know  Act  of  1990.  This  Act 
requires  institutions  of  higher  learning  who  receive  Title  IV  student  financial  assistance  to 
be  responsible  for  calculating  completion  of  persistence  rates,  and  making  them  available  to 
current  or  prospective  students  through  '‘appropriate  publications  and  mailings.”  Requests 
for  copies  can  be  directed  to  the  Registrar. 

Crime  Awareness  and  Campus  Security 

Avila  complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  Crime  Awareness  and  Campus  Security  Act  of 
1990.  This  Act  requires  institutions  of  higher  learning  who  receive  Title  IV  funding  to  pub- 
lish an  annual  report  that  sets  forth  its  policies  on  crime  prevention  issues  and  gives  statis- 
tics on  the  number  of  specific  crimes  which  have  occurred  on  campus  and  the  number  of 
arrests  on  campus  for  liquor  law  violations,  drug  abuse  violations,  and  weapons  possessions. 
In  addition,  the  Act  requires  that  institutions  provide  timely  warnings  to  the  campus  com- 
munity of  certain  crimes  reported  to  campus  security  or  local  law  enforcement  which  may 
be  considered  a threat  to  other  students  and  employees.  Copies  can  be  obtained  by  submit- 
ting a request  to  the  Vice-President  of  Student  Affairs.  Statistics  are  available  on  the  website 
at  www.Avila.edu  or  by  contacting  the  Vice-President  of  Student  Affairs  at  816-501-3748. 
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Information  Technology  Usage  Policy 

Avila  University  is  committed  to  the  ideals  of  honesty  and  respect  for  both  real  and  intel- 
lectual property  of  other  persons.  All  users  of  the  University  computers,  networks  and  tech- 
nology facilities  must  agree  to  use  them  legally,  ethically,  and  in  keeping  with  their  intend- 
ed use.  Students  using  the  Information  Technology  computers,  networks  and/or  technology 
equipment  are  agreeing  to  abide  by  the  policies  noted  in  the  Avila  Student  Handbook. 

Assessment  Program 

Avila  University  is  committed  to  evaluating  the  performance  of  the  university  as  well  as  the 
academic  achievement  of  the  students.  Assessment  at  Avila  is  a multidimensional,  ongoing 
process  of  gathering,  interpreting  and  sharing  information  about  the  learning  and  development 
of  Avila’s  students.  This  information  is  used  to  determine  student  achievement;  to  evaluate  the 
effectiveness  of  the  curriculum;  to  guide  the  revision  of  programs,  courses  and  instruction;  and 
to  serve  as  a catalyst  to  aid  students  in  self-evaluation  and  goal  setting.  Assessment  at  the 
undergraduate  level  addresses  the  learning  outcomes  for  the  Core  Curriculum  as  well  as  the 
major.  Graduate  assessment  focuses  on  the  educational  outcomes  associated  with  each  of  the 
graduate  programs.  Students  participate  in  assessment  activities  throughout  their  time  at  the 
university  and  after  graduation  as  alumni.  These  activities  include  surveys,  standardized  exam- 
inations, in-class  assessments,  portfolios  and  final  projects  or  theses. 


Academic  Policies 

Catalog  Student  Must  Follow 

The  catalog  in  existence  at  the  time  a student  first  enrolls  at  Avila  University  is  the  one  a stu- 
dent should  follow  in  order  to  fulfill  graduation  requirements.  With  departmental  approval, 
a student  may  choose  to  fulfill  degree  requirements  under  another  catalog  in  existence  dur- 
ing the  students  attendance  at  Avila  University.  Forms  to  change  a catalog  are  available  in 
the  Registrar’s  Office. 

If  a student  does  not  attend  Avila  University  for  four  consecutive  semesters  (not  including 
summer  sessions),  the  student  must  then  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  catalog  in  existence 
at  the  date  of  re-enrollment. 

The  dates  of  the  catalog  a student  follows  to  fulfill  degree  requirements  must  be  stated  on 
the  degree  application. 

Admission  to  a Graduate  Program 

Persons  applying  for  admission  to  one  of  Avila  University’s  graduate  programs  should  fol- 
low the  admissions  procedures  outlined  in  the  respective  section  for  each  of  the  graduate 
programs.  An  official  transcript  showing  the  highest  degree  earned  is  required  for  each  grad- 
uate program. 
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Progress  Toward  Degree 

A student  accepted  into  a Graduate  Program  is  expected  to  work  consistently  toward  the 
degree  and  to  register  in  the  program  until  all  requirements  are  met.  Ordinarily,  a student  reg- 
isters each  semester  for  a minimum  of  three  credit  hours. 

A student  who  does  not  register  for  graduate  courses  during  two  consecutive  years  will  be 
required  to  reapply  for  admission  to  the  Graduate  Program;  no  fee  is  required  for  readmission. 

To  be  granted  a degree,  all  coursework  must  be  completed  within  the  time  frame  specified 
by  the  given  Graduate  Program: 

MBA  - Seven  years; 

Psychology  - Seven  years; 

Education  - Three  years. 

Transfer  of  Credit 

Avila  University  accepts  transfer  credits  from  other  institutions  as  recommended  in  the 
transfer  credit  practices  directory  published  by  the  American  Association  of  Collegiate 
Registrars  and  Admissions  Officers.  Ordinarily,  only  six  (6)  hours  of  “A”  or  “B”  graduate 
coursework  may  be  transferred  into  the  MBA  or  Psychology  programs.  The  Education  pro- 
gram is  a degree  completion  program  and  fifteen  (15)  hours  of  approved  graduate  course- 
work  may  be  transferred. 

Credit  for  Prior  Learning 

Avila  University  may  provide  graduate  credit  for  prior  learning  that  parallels  department 
curricula.  Evidence  of  prior  learning  must  be  documented  in  a structured  portfolio  for  eval- 
uation by  the  graduate  faculty  or  must  be  validated  by  a departmental  examination.  Students 
interested  in  applying  for  prior  learning  credit  should  consult  their  advisor  for  detailed 
information.  Each  graduate  program  determines  the  maximum  number  of  credits  that  will  be 
granted. 

Academic  Advising 

Students  must  meet  with  their  assigned  academic  advisor.  Academic  advising  is  required 
prior  to  each  registration.  Students  are  encouraged  to  contact  their  advisor  at  other  times 
throughout  the  semester  for  information  about  university  policies,  services  or  professional 
opportunities. 

Registration 

Students  should  register  prior  to  the  beginning  of  classes.  Late  registration  or  class  section 
changes  may  be  permitted: 

• During  the  first  week  of  a 15-week  course,  including  arranged  classes; 

• Up  to  one  week  prior  to  the  beginning  of  a weekend  intensive  course; 

• On  the  first  day  of  class  for  5-week,  6-week,  7-week  and  summer  classes. 

A late  registration  fee  will  be  charged. 
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Repeated  Course  Work 

Graduate  students  may  repeat  courses  according  to  the  policy  of  the  program  in  which  they 
are  enrolled.  The  most  recent  grade  earned  is  reflected  in  the  cumulative  grade  point  aver- 
age. However,  all  course  entries  remain  a part  of  the  permanent  record  and  credit  is  forfeit- 
ed for  all  previous  attempts. 

- MBA  Program:  Students  may  repeat  those  courses  in  which  they  earned  a grade  of  “C”  or 
“F”.  Only  two  courses  may  be  repeated  during  the  entire  program. 

- Education/Psychology  Programs:  Only  one  course  may  be  repeated  during  the  entire  pro- 
gram. 

Independent  Study 

Students  may  enroll  for  independent  study  with  the  permission  of  the  instructor  and  the 
Department  Chairperson.  For  students  in  Education  and  in  Psychology,  independent  study  is 
limited  to  three  credit  hours. 

Courses  Offered  for  both  Graduate  and  Undergraduate  Credit 

Students  enrolled  in  Graduate  Programs  may  take  courses  which  are  cross-listed  and  offered 
for  both  graduate  and  undergraduate  credit.  However,  they  must  take  a minimum  number  of 
credits  in  courses  exclusively  reserved  for  graduate  students  as  indicated  below: 

MBA  24  hours 

Education  1 8 hours 

Psychology  54  hours 

Class  Attendance 

Students  are  expected  to  attend  all  sessions  of  courses  for  which  they  are  registered. 
Excessive  absence  may  result  in  a grade  of  “F”. 

Academic  Honesty 

Avila  University  expects  and  requires  academic  honesty  from  all  members  of  the  university 
community.  Cheating,  plagiarism  and  falsification  of  documents  will  not  be  tolerated  and 
appropriate  sanctions  will  be  imposed. 


Program  Changes  and  Withdrawals 

Program  changes  and  withdrawals  are  official  when  forms  that  are  available  in  the 
Registrar’s  Office  have  been  obtained,  completed  and  returned  by  the  student  to  that  office. 
Students  who  do  not  officially  withdraw  from  a course  by  the  date  published  in  the  class 
schedule  will  receive  a final  grade  of  “F”. 

The  MBA  Program  meets  on  a trimester  calendar  (1 1 -weeks).  The  fall  trimester  begins  in 
early  September  and  runs  through  the  week  prior  to  Thanksgiving.  The  winter  trimester 
begins  early  January  and  runs  through  mid-March.  The  spring  trimester  begins  late  March 
and  runs  through  early  June.  The  summer  session  (8-weeks)  runs  mid-June  through  mid- 
August.  The  last  date  to  change  to  audit  or  drop  a trimester-long  MBA  class  will  be  prior  to 
the  eighth  class  meeting. 
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The  fee  for  each  change  is  $ 1 5.  There  is  no  fee  for  changes  made  as  the  result  of  classes  can- 
celled by  the  university.

AU  = Audit.  Courses  may  be  taken  for  audit  with  the  approval  of  the  instructor.  Students 
may  change  a credit  course  to  audit  prior  to  the  eleventh  week  of  classes;  students  may  also 
change  an  audit  course  to  credit  with  the  permission  of  the  instructor  prior  to  the  SECOND 
week  of  classes.  Students  auditing  a course  are  required  to  meet  the  attendance  and  partici- 
pation requirements  of  the  course.  If  these  requirements  are  not  met,  students  will  be  with- 
drawn from  the  course  by  the  instructor.  A final  grade  of  “AU”  is  recorded  on  the  transcript. 

I = Incomplete.  Course  work  required  for  a grade  must  be  completed  within  six  weeks  after 
the  close  of  a session  unless  a different  time  is  stipulated  by  the  instructor;  if  not,  the  grade 
of  Incomplete  will  be  changed  to  an  “F”.  All  assigned  incomplete  grades  must  have  a 
Contract  for  an  Incomplete  Grade  form  completed  and  submitted  by  the  instructor  along 
with  the  final  grade  sheet.  The  Contract  for  an  Incomplete  Grade  form  can  be  obtained  in  the 
Registrar’s  Office.  The  charge  for  changing  an  Incomplete  Grade  is  $5  per  incomplete.  See 
MBA  program  for  policy  on  incomplete  (I)  grade  in  a graduate  Directed  Study  or  Research 
Course. 

The  basis  for  determining  the  academic  standing  is  the  point-hour  ratio.  The  Grade  Point 
Average  (GPA)  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  semester  hours,  including  trans- 
fer credits,  but  excluding  grading  assessments  of  W,  AU  and  I.  All  grades  for  courses  retak- 
en will  be  displayed  on  the  transcript,  but  only  the  most  recent  grade  will  be  averaged  into 
the  GPA. 

Grade  Reports 

Students  with  a “D”  grade  or  an  “F”  grade  in  any  course  at  mid-semester  will  be  notified. 
At  the  end  of  each  semester  a copy  of  the  student’s  grades  is  mailed  to  the  student’s  home  address. 

Transcripts 

Students  who  have  satisfied  all  financial  obligations  to  the  University  are  entitled  to  a tran- 
script of  their  academic  record. 

Due  to  the  confidential  nature  of  a student’s  record,  transcripts  are  issued  only  on  written 
authorization  of  the  student  concerned.  Telephone  requests  will  not  be  accepted.  Written 
requests  should  be  directed  to  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 
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OFFICIAL  transcripts  are  forwarded  directly  by  mail  to  other  institutions.  UNOFFICIAL 
transcripts  are  issued  to  the  student  for  personal  use.  The  fee  for  each  transcript  is  $2, 
payable  in  advance. 

Release  of  Student  Information 

Avila  University  is  in  compliance  with  the  Family  Education  Rights  and  Privacy  Act 
(FERPA)  of  1974,  also  known  as  the  Buckley  Amendment,  for  rights  of  privacy  and  access 
to  official  educational  records  whether  maintained  in  the  Registrar’s  Office  or  by  the  advi- 
sor or  instructor(s).  Official  student  records  are  maintained  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar. 
Students  and  parents  of  dependent  students  may  request  to  review  official  educational 
records  as  follows 

Procedure: 

1)  A student  must  complete  an  Enrollment  Certification  Release  form  from  the 
Registrar’s  Office.  Parents  must  supply  evidence  of  the  income-tax  dependency  of  the 
student,  if  the  student  does  not  sign  a release; 

2)  An  appointment  must  be  set  with  the  Registrar  to  review  the  record; 

3)  If  a parent  provides  documentation  of  dependent  tax  status,  the  Registrar  will  notify  the 
advisor  and  instructor(s). 

Avila  University  will  release  the  following  information  regarding  a student  (unless  the  stu- 
dent states  in  writing  that  no  information  is  to  be  released  about  him/her): 

1)  That  the  student  is  enrolled  (full  or  part-time  status  is  NOT  released); 

2)  The  name  and  major  of  a student  for  the  Honor’s  Program  Booklet,  Commencement 
Booklet  and  Recognition  Program  Booklet  and  hometown  newspaper  when  an  academ- 
ic honor  is  received. 

Avila  University  will  NOT  release  the  address  or  telephone  number  of  a student  to  any  out- 
side source  or  to  any  university  personnel  who  does  not  have  a legitimate  reason  for  receiv- 
ing such  information. 

Procedure  for  Grade  Appeal 

Students  have  recourse  to  an  appeals  procedure  for  the  review  of  student  course  grades 
received  at  Avila  University.  Guidelines  and  Request  Forms  are  available  in  the  Office  of  the 
Academic  Dean.  The  deadline  for  appealing  grades  is  published  in  the  course  schedule. 

Application  for  Degree 

Students  must  file  an  application  for  degree  with  the  Registrar’s  Office  during  the  semester 
prior  to  their  final  semester  at  the  university,  stating  the  expected  date  of  degree  completion. 
There  is  a penalty  fee  for  filing  after  the  published  deadline  date. 

Deadline  dates  for  filing: 

March  for  Summer  degree  candidates 
April  for  December  degree  candidates 
September  for  May  degree  candidates 

(check  the  academic  calendar  listed  in  the  class  schedule  for  specific  dates) 
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If  students  do  not  complete  the  degree  requirements  by  the  expected  date  of  completion,  they 
must  file  a new  degree  application  in  the  Registrar's  Office. 

After  the  degree  application  is  filed  with  the  Registrar’s  Office,  a survey  of  all  academic 
work  is  reviewed  by  the  Registrar  to  verify  degree  requirements  still  needing  to  be  satisfied. 
Written  notification  of  those  requirements  will  be  sent  from  the  Registrar  to  the  student. 

Participation  in  Commencement 

Students  who  have  three  (3)  or  fewer  credits  to  complete  during  the  summer  session  may 
participate  in  the  May  Commencement  exercises.

The  Roman  numeral  following  the  course  description  indicates  the  semester  in  which  the 
course  is  given.  First  semester  course  offerings  are  indicated  by  I;  second  semester,  II;  summer 
session,  S.  Where  frequency  of  course  offering  is  not  indicated,  the  course  is  given  as  required. 


Campus  Ministry 

Campus  Ministry  views  the  development  and  exploration  of  spiritual  values  as  an  important 
part  of  the  total  experience  of  Avila.  Students  are  invited  to  discover  and  develop  their  indi- 
vidual spirituality  through  a variety  of  programs;  liturgical  celebrations,  interfaith  services, 
social  justice  awareness,  volunteer  services,  faith  sharing  groups,  retreat  experiences,  and 
individual  counseling  and  spiritual  direction.  Student  leadership  and  involvement  is  highly 
promoted  in  Campus  Ministry.  All  members  of  the  Avila  community  are  invited  to  partici- 
pate in  Campus  Ministry  programs  regardless  of  religious  preference. 

Health  and  Child  Services 

Health  and  Child  Services  are  located  in  lower  Carondelet  Hall,  accessible  through  the  tun- 
nel from  Marian  Center.  The  nurse-directed  health  center  is  staffed  by  a registered  nurse  and 
offers  free  health  services  to  students,  including  minor  illness/injury  assessment  and  treat- 
ment, referrals  to  health  care  agencies  or  providers,  student  health  insurance  information  and 
health  counseling  either  on  an  individual  basis  or  through  group  programs. 
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Health  Services  is  the  primary  campus  contact  for  students  applying  for  health  insurance 
offered  through  the  university,  understanding  insurance  coverage,  and  if  needed,  submitting 
claims. 

Information  about  the  Child  Care  Center  and  Montessori  School  is  also  available  from  this 
office. 

Child  Care 

The  Child  Care  Center  is  available  for  the  university  community  child  care  needs  between 
the  hours  of  7:30  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  at  an  hourly  fee.  The  center  is 
designed  for  children,  ages  2 1/2  (toilet-trained)  through  6,  to  enjoy  non-structured  free  play 
supervised  by  qualified  staff  and  university  student  assistants.  The  center  is  not  structured 
for  extended  all  day  care;  however,  in  conjunction  with  the  Montessori  School,  full  day 
needs  can  be  met.  The  Child  Care  Center  is  located  in  Room  719,  Hodes  Education  Center, 
and  the  days  of  service  coincide  with  the  academic  calendar  for  both  the  fall  and  spring 
semester. 


Montessori  School 

Avila  Montessori  School  offers  schooling,  including  kindergarten,  for  children  ages  3 (toi- 
let-trained) through  6.  Several  enrollment  options,  in  both  full-day  and  half-day  sessions,  are 
available  between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  school 
is  accredited  through  Montessori  Institute  of  America  (MIA)  and  is  taught  by  certified 
Montessori  teachers  assisted  by  teacher  aides.  Avila’s  Child  Care  Center  can  provide  extend- 
ed before  and  after  school  child  care.  The  Montessori  School  is  located  in  Rooms  715  and 
716,  Hodes  Education  Center.  The  school’s  days  of  service  closely  coincide  with  the  acade- 
mic calendar  for  both  the  fall  and  spring  semester.

The  university  believes  in  its  responsibility  to  ensure  that  each  new  student  is  given  maxi- 
mum opportunity  to  succeed  academically,  developmentally  and  socially.  This  can  best  be 
accomplished  through  a total  integration  of  the  university  environment  and  residence  on 
campus.  Therefore,  all  full-time  single  freshmen  and  sophomores  under  the  age  of  21  are 
required  to  live  in  university  residence  halls  if  they  are  not  residing  with  parents.  Contact  the 
Student  Affairs  Office  for  further  information  or  exceptions  to  this  policy. 

Personal  Property  Losses 

The  university  is  not  responsible  for  the  loss  or  damage  to  property  owned  by  students  or 
their  guests,  regardless  of  the  cause. 

Identification  Cards 

All  students  are  required  to  have  an  official  validated  Avila  University  ID  card.  Students 
shall  present  their  ID  card  upon  request  of  an  authorized  university  official  for  services  and 
admittance  to  university  activities  and  events,  and  the  use  of  some  facilities.  Some  local  busi- 
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nesses  grant  discounts  to  students  who  present  a valid  ID.  ID  cards  must  be  validated  each 
semester  that  a student  is  enrolled  at  Avila  University.  For  more  information  or  for  a sched-

Financial  Regulations 

The  university  year  is  divided  into  terms  whose  length  is  determined  by  each  individual 
graduate  program.  Full-time  tuition  does  not  include  courses  taken  during  the  summer  term. 
Accounts  must  be  paid  in  full  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  in  order  to  complete  registra- 
tion. Students  are  responsible  for  the  total  tuition  and  other  miscellaneous  charges  even 
though  a third  party  may  pay  the  university  directly  or  reimburse  the  student.  Avila 
University  accepts  Mastercard,  Visa  or  Novus  Network  (Discover)  credit  cards.

Payments 

Room  Reservation  and  Damage  Deposit 

Rooms  are  reserved  by  written  application  to  the  Residence  Life  Office  and  payment  of  a 
$50  Room  Reservation  and  Damage  Deposit. 

Payment  of  Accounts 

All  accounts  must  be  paid  in  full  by  the  payment  due  date  announced  in  the  class  schedule 
or  arrangements  must  be  made  to  pay  in  installments  through  Avila’s  Deferred  Payment 
Plan.  Avila  University  accepts  Mastercard,  Visa  or  Discover  credit  cards. 
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Financial  Aid  and  Loan  Recipients 

In  order  for  financial  aid  awards  to  be  applied  to  the  student's  account,  aid  must  be  accept- 
ed in  writing  and  all  aid  papers  must  be  signed  in  the  Financial  Aid  Office. 

If,  at  the  time  of  registration,  the  loan  proceeds  (wire  transfer  or  check)  are  not  in  the 
Business  Office,  the  student  will  be  responsible  for  any  payment  due.  Perkins  Loan  recipi- 
ents must  sign  the  loan  papers  in  the  Business  Office  during  the  first  week  of  classes.  In  the 
event  there  are  other  loans,  such  as  Stafford,  they  may  be  signed  according  to  the  regulations 
noted  under  the  catalog  section  Credit  Balance  Refunds.  Loan  proceeds  must  be  applied  to 
any  balance  due  and  any  resulting  credit  balances  will  be  refunded  as  noted  under  Credit 
Balance  Refunds. 

Please  Remember:  Loans  of  any  type  MUST  BE  REPAID  whether  or  not  you  graduate  or 
are  satisfied  with  the  education  you  receive. 

Deferred  Payment 

Through  Avila’s  Deferred  Payment  Plan,  the  tuition  and  fee  balance,  after  accepted  financial 
aid  is  applied,  may  be  paid  in  four  equal  installments  throughout  the  semester.  The  first  pay- 
ment (25%  of  balance  due  which  includes  the  plan  fee)  is  payable  approximately  seventeen 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  first  class  or  at  the  time  of  registration  with  the  balance  payable 
in  three  equal  installments  during  the  semester.  Agreement  forms  are  available  in  the 
Business  Office  and  must  be  signed.  If  the  form  is  not  returned,  the  enrollee,  by  making  the 
first  payment  of  the  deferred  payment  plan,  accepts  all  the  conditions  of  the  plan.  A fee  for 
the  plan  is  charged,  and,  if  payments  are  not  made  on  or  before  the  due  dates,  a late  payment 
penalty  is  assessed.  Charges  and  payment  dates  are  listed  in  each  semester  class  schedule. 
THE  STUDENT’S  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  THE  TOTAL  CHARGES  IS  NOT  CHANGED 
BY  HAVING  SOME  PORTION  OF  THE  PAYMENT  DEFERRED. 

Late  Payment  Penalties 

Failure  to  make  arrangements  for  any  payment  due  on  a campus  account  by  the  due  date  will 
result  in  one  or  more  of  the  following  actions: 

a)  late  payment  penalty 

b)  a hold  on  the  student’s  record 

c)  cancellation  of  the  student’s  registration 

A student  may  be  reinstated  by  paying  a reinstatement  fee;  however,  the  original  classes  can- 
not be  guaranteed. 


REFUNDS 

Return  of  Ttiition  and  Enrollment  Charges 

In  any  instance  of  adding,  dropping  or  withdrawing  courses,  the  student  must  complete  a 
Change  of  Program  form  available  in  the  Registrar’s  Office  and  return  the  form  to  the 
Registrar's  Office.  The  date  the  form  is  returned  and  processed  in  the  Registrar's  Office  is 
the  date  used  for  adjustments  to  charges.  The  time  periods  for  the  adjustments  commence 
with  the  first  day  of  classes  according  to  the  academic  calendar  and  not  the  beginning  date 
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of  the  individual  courses,  unless  otherwise  noted.  Laboratory  fees  are  not  refundable,  except 
as  noted  below.  An  administrative  withdrawal  fee  will  be  charged. 

Withdrawal  fee: 

Full-time  students:  $100 

Part-time  students:  $ 25 

Tuition  will  be  adjusted  for  a full-time  or  part-time  student  in  accordance  with  the  student’s 
status. 


Full-Time  Students 

• Cancellation  of  Registration 

Prior  to  the  start  of  classes  and  the  first  seven  calendar  days  of  the  semester,  a cancella- 
tion of  registration  will  result  in  a cancellation  of  all  tuition  and  fees.  Cancellation  of  reg- 
istration is  a complete  withdrawal  from  the  university  and  no  records  will  be  kept.  The 
Change  of  Program  form  must  be  returned  to  and  processed  by  the  Registrar’s  Office  dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  classes  to  officially  cancel  registration.  An  administrative  withdraw- 
al fee  of  $100  will  be  charged.  The  return  of  any  Title  IV  federal  student  aid  and  non-fed- 
eral  student  aid  will  follow  the  policies  listed  below. 

• Change  of  Status  from  Full-time  to  Part-time 

Prior  to  the  start  of  classes  and  the  first  seven  calendar  days  of  the  semester,  tuition 
charges  will  be  re-assessed  at  the  part-time  rate.  After  seven  calendar  days  there  will  be 
no  tuition  reduction  and  the  original  charges  will  be  due  and  payable.  The  Change  of 
Program  form  must  be  returned  to  and  processed  by  the  Registrar’s  Office  during  the  first 
seven  calendar  days  of  classes  to  officially  re-assess  tuition  charges.  The  return  of  any 
Title  IV  federal  student  aid  and  non-federal  student  aid  will  follow  the  policies  listed 
below. 


• Total  Withdrawal  of  Registration 

After  the  first  week  of  classes,  full-time  students  withdrawing  from  all  classes  will  be  re- 
assessed tuition  based  on  the  following  schedule.  The  Change  of  Program  form  must  be 
returned  to  and  processed  by  the  Registrar’s  Office  during  the  given  period  to  officially 
re-assess  tuition  charges.  Laboratory  fees  are  not  refundable.  An  administrative  with- 
drawal fee  of  $100  will  be  charged.

The  return  of  any  Title  IV  federal  student  aid  and  non-federal  student  aid  will  follow  the 
policies  listed  below. 


Credit  Balance  Refunds 

Credit  balances  are  available  from  the  Business  Office  on  the  following  schedule: 
Students  not  receiving  federal  assistance  may  request  a refund  at  any  time  after  the  sec- 
ond day  of  classes.  Students  receiving  any  federal  assistance  (Pell,  SEOG,  Subsidized 
and/or  Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loans)  will  automatically  receive  a credit  balance  return  on 
the  schedule  outlined  below  unless  the  student  has  submitted  a written  request  for  Avila 
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University  to  maintain  a credit  balance  on  his/her  account.  Credit  balances  resulting  from 
these  federal  monies  must  be  issued  to  the  student  by  the  14th  day  following  the  begin- 
ning of  class  or  the  receipt  of  funds  by  the  University  (whichever  occurs  last).  Federal 
Perkins  Loan  papers  must  be  signed  in  order  to  be  included  in  any  credit  balance  returns. 
Refunds  for  Perkins  Loan  proceeds  will  be  available  on  the  14th  day  following  the  begin- 
ning of  class  or  the  completion  of  the  Promissory  Note  by  the  student  (whichever  occurs 
last).  In  instances  where  credit  balances  are  created  by  funds  paid  from  outside  sources 
(such  as  business,  government  and  banks),  the  money  must  First  be  received  by  Avila 
University  in  order  to  issue  a disbursement  check  to  the  student.  An  authorization  to  bill 
an  outside  source  does  not  create  a credit  balance. 

• Federal  Stafford  Loan,  Federal  Unsubsidized  Stafford  Loan  and/or  Perkins  Loan 
recipients: 

a.  Remember:  Loans  of  any  type  must  be  repaid  whether  or  not  you  graduate  or  are  sat- 
isfied with  the  education  you  receive.  Borrow  wisely! 

b.  For  first-year,  first-time  undergraduate  borrowers,  loan  proceeds  will  not  be  disbursed 
until  30  days  have  expired  from  the  first  day  of  classes.  At  that  time,  after  class  atten- 
dance and  academic  progress  have  been  verified,  loan  checks  may  be  endorsed  by  the 
student  or  wire  transfers  received  by  the  University.  Any  refunds  resulting  from  this 
occurrence  will  be  issued  on  the  14th  day  after  funds  are  received  by  the  University. 

c.  For  all  other  borrowers:  Avila  University  regulations  will  not  permit  credit  balances 
generated  by  these  loans  to  be  returned  until  classes  have  begun  and  attendance  has 
been  verified.  When  the  loan  check  is  endorsed  or  a wire  transfer  received  before  class- 
es begin,  the  refund  of  a credit  balance  will  be  available  on  the  14th  day  following  the 
beginning  of  classes.  If  the  loan  check  is  endorsed  or  a wire  transfer  received  after  the 
beginning  of  classes,  the  refund  of  a credit  balance  will  be  available  on  the  14th  day 
following  the  receipt  of  the  loan  proceeds. 

Residence  Hall  Refund  Policy 

If  termination  has  been  granted,  students  withdrawing  from  the  residence  hall  during  the  first 
seven  calendar  days  of  the  semester  will  receive  a full  refund  of  the  total  room  and  board 
fees  minus  $100.00.  From  the  eighth  through  fourteenth  calendar  days,  students  will  receive 
a 75%  refund  of  the  total  room  and  board  fees;  during  the  fifteenth  through  twenty-first  cal- 
endar days,  a 50%  refund  will  be  given.  From  the  twenty-second  through  twenty-eighth  cal- 
endar days,  a 25%  refund  will  be  given.  After  28  calendar  days,  no  refund  will  be  given. 
Students  dismissed  from  the  halls  for  disciplinary  reasons  after  the  third  week  of  class  do 
not  receive  a refund. 

The  $50  Room  Reservation  and  Damage  Deposit  may  not  fall  below  $25.00  while  a student 
is  in  residence.  The  deposit  will  be  forfeited  if  the  student  has  not  occupied  the  room  by 
5:00  p.m.  on  the  first  day  of  classes.  The  room  will  be  considered  vacant  unless  previous 
arrangements  have  been  made. 

After  a student  has  properly  checked  out  of  the  room,  the  $50  Room  Reservation  and 
Damage  Deposit,  less  unpaid  assessments,  is  refundable  to  the  student  under  the  following 
circumstances: 
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• Any  new  resident  student  who  withdraws  an  application  and  who  notifies  the  Residence 
Life  Office  in  writing  prior  to  June  7 for  the  first  semester  and  November  15  for  the  sec- 
ond semester. 

• Students  withdrawing  from  university  at  the  end  of  the  fall  semester  who  notify  the 
Residence  Life  Office  in  writing  by  November  15  for  the  spring  semester. 

• Students  who  do  not  sign  a new  contract  and  whose  contract  period  expires. 

• Returning  resident  students  who  request  cancellation  of  their  contract  during  the  summer 
and  who  notify  the  Residence  Life  Office  by  June  7. 

• Residents  who  request  in  writing  by  November  15  and  receive  permission  to  terminate 
their  residence  hall  contract  in  accordance  with  the  residence  hall  termination  policy. 


Stafford  Loans 

Stafford  Loans  (Subsidized  and  Unsubsidized)  are  deferred  fixed  and  variable  interest  rate 
loans  available  to  undergraduate  and  graduate  students  who  demonstrate  financial  need. 
These  loans  are  arranged  through  private  lenders. 

When  to  Apply  for  Financial  Aid 

Students  should  apply  for  aid  as  soon  as  possible  after  January  1st.  Since  financial  aid 
awards  are  for  one  year  only,  students  must  reapply  each  year. 

Missouri  residents  should  keep  in  mind  the  April  1 FAFSA  receipt  date  deadline  for  consid- 
eration for  the  Missouri  Student  Grant. 

How  to  Apply  for  Financial  Aid 

Contact  the  Financial  Aid  Office  located  in  Blasco  Hall  for  complete  instructions  on  how  to 
apply  for  all  types  of  financial  assistance. 

Notification  of  Award 

All  Avila  aid  recipients  will  be  officially  notified  of  the  type  and  amount  of  their  aid  awards 
by  the  Director  of  Financial  Aid  on  a written  award  notice. 

Standards  for  Satisfactory  Academic  Progress 

Federal  regulations  and  Avila  University  require  that  any  student  receiving  funds  from  any 
federal,  state  or  institutionally-controlled  aid  program  maintain  reasonable  academic 
progress.  Copies  of  the  standards  are  available  in  the  Financial  Aid  Office.

Administration  (MBA)

The  MBA  program  provides  preparation  for 
men  and  women  to  assume  administrative  posi- 
tions in  a broad  range  of  business  and  other 
types  of  institutions  within  our  society.  A stu- 
dent with  a bachelor’s  degree  in  any  academic 
discipline  may  enroll  in  Avila’s  MBA  program. 

MBA  Schedule 

The  Avila  MBA  is  an  evening  program  offered 
in  an  1 1-week  trimester  scheduling  format.  The 
fall  trimester  meets  from  early  September 
through  mid-November.  The  winter  trimester 
meets  from  early  January  through  mid-March. 
The  spring  trimester  meets  from  late  March 
through  early  June.  The  summer  session  is  eight 
weeks  from  mid-June  through  mid-August. 

Admission  Requirements 

Admissions  requirements  for  the  MBA  program 
are  a baccalaureate  degree  from  an  accredited 
institution  and  at  least  1000  points  based  on  the 
formula:  200  X the  GPA  on  the  last  60/90 
semester/quarter  hours  (4.0  system)  plus  the 
GMAT  score.  International  students  should  also 
have  a minimum  550  score  on  the  TOEFL  test. 
Students  not  meeting  these  requirements  may 


petition  for  admission.  Each  student  will  be 
asked  to  demonstrate  writing  skills  upon  admis- 
sion. 

Candidacy  Status 

Upon  having  satisfied  all  admission  criteria 
identified  above,  having  demonstrated  a satis- 
factory level  of  written  and  oral  communication 
skills,  spreadsheet  and  word  processing  com- 
puter application  skills,  and  having  completed 
nine  (9)  hours  of  graduate  work  with  a grade 
point  average  of  3.0  or  better,  the  student  must 
apply  for  candidacy  status.  Only  students 
approved  for  candidacy  status  will  be  permitted 
to  continue  in  the  degree  program. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

All  study  programs  shall  require  at  least  24 
hours  of  foundation  courses  associated  with  an 
education  for  business.  This  requirement  may 
be  met  with  a combination  of  undergraduate 
and  graduate  work.  Additionally,  the  MBA  stu- 
dent must  complete  at  least  24  hours  of  addi- 
tional graduate  work.  Each  program  must 
involve  a minimum  of  30  total  graduate  hours 
of  which  24  hours  are  open  exclusively  to  grad- 
uate students.  A maximum  of  six  (6)  graduate 
hours  may  be  transferred  from  another  accredit- 
ed institution  toward  the  minimum  30-hour 
requirement. 

All  concentrations,  except  accounting  and 
health  care  administration,  require  the  comple- 
tion of  9 hours  of  work  in  an  area  of  concentra- 
tion beyond  the  foundation  level.  The  account- 
ing and  health  care  administration  concentra- 
tions require  12  hours.  Principal  graduate 
courses  otherwise  required  may  be  counted  in 
this  9-hour  requirement  when  relevant  to  the 
concentration  selected.  All  students  must  file  an 
application  for  degree  in  accordance  with 
guidelines  set  forth  by  the  University.  A 3.0 
grade  average  is  required  in  graduate  courses. 
All  requirements  for  the  degree  program  must 
be  completed  within  a seven-year  period. 
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Incomplete  Grade  in  Directed  Study  or 
Research 

Any  incomplete  (I)  grade  in  a graduate  Directed 
Study  or  Research  course  not  completed  for 
evaluation  by  the  first  day  of  the  second  session 
or  semester  following  the  one  in  which  the  stu- 
dent initially  enrolled  will  be  changed  to  “F\ 

In  order  to  extend  the  time  for  completing  the 
work,  the  student  must  again  enroll  in  the 
course  and  pay  the  tuition.

Graduate  Level  Education 
Certification  Program 


This  program  is  designed  for  the  adult  who  has 
completed  a baccalaureate  degree  and  wishes  to 
pursue  teaching  certification.  The  education 
courses  required  for  the  9-12  (high  school) 
teaching  certificate  are  offered  in  an  accelerated 
format  at  a graduate  level.  Some  courses  for 
elementary,  special  education  and  middle 
school  education  are  also  offered  at  a graduate 
level. 

Students  seeking  certification  for: 

Elementary  education,  special  education  or 
middle  school  education  may  take  the  appropri- 
ate courses  listed  below.  Additional  undergrad- 
uate courses  would  be  required  to  complete  the 
state  requirements  for  those  certification  areas. 

All  students  completing  a minimum  of  15  hours 
in  the  certification  program  (not  including  stu- 
dent teaching/internship)  with  a 3.0  on  a 4.0 
scale  are  automatically  eligible  to  apply  to  the 
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Avila  Master’s  completion  program.  Upon 
acceptance  into  the  Master’s  program  and  suc- 
cessful completion  of  18  additional  graduate 
hours,  the  student  would  earn  a Master  of  Arts 
in  Education. 

Admission  Requirements  for  the 
Certification  Program  (500  Level): 

The  applicant  seeking  admission  to  the  program 
must: 

1 . Have  a bachelor’s  degree  from  an  accredited 
institution; 

2.  Complete  all  parts  of  the  written  application; 

3.  Submit  one  official  transcript  of  all  previous 
college  work;  and 

4.  Have  a grade  point  average  of  2.5  on  a 4.0 
scale. 

Requirements  for  Certification  Program 
Completion: 

After  acceptance  into  the  program,  the  student’s 
transcripts  will  be  evaluated  to  determine  the 
remaining  requirements  for  certification 
depending  upon  the  certification  area  desired.

ED  515.  General  Methods  and  Observation 
in  the  Schools.  (3) 

Theories  and  principles  of  pedagogy:  develop- 
ing and  writing  objectives  in  three  instructional 
domains;  steps  in  lesson  planning;  selection  and 
application  of  appropriate  procedures,  methods, 
and  techniques;  exploration  of  learning  styles, 
trends,  and  issues.  Observations  required.  II. 

ED  519.  Behavior  Management:  Theories 
and  Techniques.  (3) 

Theories,  techniques  and  current  research  con- 
cerning behavior  management  in  classrooms. 
The  emphasis  is  on  a proactive  integrated 
method  of  discipline.  By  the  end  of  the  course, 
each  student  will  have  produced  his/her  own 
discipline  plan.  II. 

ED  520.  Microcomputers  in  Education.  (3) 

Includes  word  processing  and  database  activi- 
ties, other  forms  of  recordkeeping,  an  introduc- 
tion to  HyperCard,  and  other  uses  of  computers 
in  schools.  I,  II,  S. 

ED  521.  Developmental  Psychology.  (2) 

A survey  of  the  main  patterns  of  growth  and 
development  of  the  person  over  the  life  span; 
emphasis  on  the  social,  cognitive,  emotional 
and  physical  development  of  the  person.  I. 

ED  535.  Psychology  of  the  Exceptional 
Child.  (3)' 

Designed  to  provide  an  introduction  to  the  var- 
ious areas  of  exceptionality  (gifted,  mentally 
handicapped,  learning  disabled,  emotionally 


disturbed,  etc.)  Social,  educational  and  family 
characteristics  of  exceptional  children  are 
explored.  Samples  of  the  unique  teaching  meth- 
ods, materials  and  techniques  of  instruction  are 
studied.  In  addition,  laws  and  regulations  cover- 
ing exceptional  students  are  presented. 
Observation  hours  are  required.  I.  S 

ED  553.  Analysis  and  Characteristics: 

Cross  Categorical.  (4) 

Exploration  of  the  theories  and  characteristics 
of  behavior  disorders,  learning  disabilities, 
mental  handicaps,  and  physical  orthopedic  and 
health  disorders.  Theories  and  practices  of 
cross-categorical  placements  will  be  studied. 
Legal  implication,  identification  procedures, 
and  diagnosis  procedures  will  be  discussed.  I, 
even  years. 

ED  554.  Middle  School  Teacher 

Skills/Knowledge  Attitudes.  (3) 

The  knowledge,  skills,  and  attitude  necessary  to 
understand  the  basic  organizational  structure  of 
the  middle  school  and  the  necessary  competen- 
cies to  teach  in  an  organization  that  stresses 
teamwork  and  collaboration.  The  course  will 
provide  simulated  interdisciplinary  team  expe- 
riences, the  opportunities  to  examine  flexible 
grouping  arrangements,  block  scheduling, 
effective  school  components  and  incorporating 
advising  into  the  total  school  program.  II. 

ED  555.  Special  Methods  of  Teaching 
Content  Subjects.  (2) 

Methods  and  procedures  special  to  the  content 
areas  of  middle  and  secondary  teaching.  I.  II. 

ED  558.  Methods  and  Curriculum:  Cross 
Categorical.  (4) 

Selection  of  appropriate  teaching  methods  and 
materials  applicable  for  teaching  children  in 
cross-categorical  settings  will  be  the  focus  of 
study.  II.  odd  years. 

ED  561.  Speech  and  Language  Problems  of 
Exceptional  Children.  (3) 

Exploration  of  speech  and  language  problems 
associated  with  exceptional  children;  normal 
speech  and  language  development,  indication 
for  referral,  and  educational  techniques.  II,  even 
years. 

ED  563.  Educational  Assessment.  (3) 

An  analysis  and  study  of  selected  topics  perti- 
nent to  the  assessment  of  educational  function- 
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ing.  Emphasis  will  be  on  diagnostic  assessment, 
both  formal  and  informal,  to  aid  in  the  diagno- 
sis and  treatment  of  learning  problems  occur- 
ring in  special  education  settings,  with  the 
mainstreamed  child,  or  with  children  needing 
individualized  programming  in  regular  class- 
rooms. Students  will  administer  and  interpret 
several  of  the  currently  used  assessment  instru- 
ments. Fee  required.  II,  odd  years. 

ED  565.  Parent  Conferencing  for 

Elementary  and  Special  Education 
Teachers.  (2) 

Methods  in  the  conferencing  situation;  empha- 
sis on  developing  a partnership  with  parents  of 
children  and  family-focused  interactions.  II. 

ED  567.  Transition/Career  Education.  (2) 

Methods  for  helping  the  exceptional  child  suc- 
cessfully make  the  transition  from  school  to 
competitive  employment  with  emphasis  on 
appropriate  transition  goals  and  objectives. 
Legal  and  ethical  considerations  are  explored.  I, 
odd  years. 

ED  575.  Reading  in  the  Content  Areas.  (3) 

Students  will  leam  strategies  for  teaching  read- 
ing, writing,  speaking,  and  listening  in  the  con- 
tent areas.  Methods  of  teaching  effective  com- 
prehensive vocabulary,  and  study  skills  will  be 
presented.  Students  will  practice  techniques  for 
adapting  materials  and  dealing  with  challenged 
readers.  II. 

ED  581.  Health  and  Safety  Issues  in 
Schools.  (3) 

Presents  an  overview  of  health  and  safety  issues 
specifically  related  to  school  settings.  Students 
will  experience  learning  activities  and  skill 
practices  to  increase  knowledge  and  skills  in 
dealing  with  emergency  and  first  aid  situations. 
Students  will  earn  CPR  and  first  aid  certifica- 
tion as  well  as  bloodbome  pathogen  training. 
Health  issues,  such  as  eating  disorders,  nutri- 
tion, substance  abuse,  and  depression  will  be 
covered,  and  the  teacher’s  role  in  dealing  with 
these  situations  will  be  discussed.  I,  II,  S. 

Note:  Should  be  taken  the  semester  before  stu- 
dent teaching.  CPR/First  aid  certification 
must  be  current  during  student 
teaching/internship. 


ED  585.  Practicum.  (2-3) 

Elementary,  middle  and  secondary  depending 
on  major.  Preservice  experience  of  40  hours  in 
different  classrooms  off-campus  is  required. 
The  preservice  teacher  will  assist  in  activities 
with  mentor  teachers.  This  course  serves  as  an 
early  screening  process  for  prospective  teach- 
ers. The  course  requires  40  hours  of  observa- 
tion/participation, which  must  be  met  during 
the  regular  school  day.  Students  will  meet  on 
campus  and  communicate  with  instructor 
through  e-mail.  Evaluation  will  be  based  on 
professional  performance,  reflective  writing, 
log  and  mentor  evaluations.  I,  II. 

ED  587.  Educational  Foundations.  (3) 

Examination  of  American  education  including 
philosophical,  historical  and  social  foundations; 
teaching  as  a profession;  recent  innovations; 
diversity  and  critical  issues.  All  levels  of 
schooling  are  explored  including  elementary, 
middle  school  and  secondary  education.  I. 

ED  594.  Student  Teaching/Internship 
Seminar.  (1) 

Must  be  taken  concurrently  with  ED  595 
Student  Teaching.  The  seminar  is  an  on-campus 
weekly  meeting  for  the  purposes  of  profession- 
al development,  sharing  of  experiences,  and 
compilation  of  the  completed  preservice  portfo- 
lio. Students  in  ED  596  Internship  will  also  par- 
ticipate in  ED  594  though  some  requirements 
may  be  adapted  for  their  unique  circumstances. 
Prerequisites:  admittance  to  the  Education 
Division.  All  Education  coursework  completed. 
I,  II,  S. 

ED  595.  Student  Teaching.  (7) 

Pre-professional  experience  in  a classroom  set- 
ting, supervision  and  guidance  shared  between 
the  cooperating  teacher  and  the  university 
supervisory  staff.  Prerequisites:  admittance  to 
the  Education  Division.  All  Education  course- 
work  completed.  I,  II,  S. 

ED  596.  Internship.  (7) 

Professional  experience  in  teaching  while  in  a 
paid  position.  Student  must  complete  a contract 
with  the  sponsoring  school  and  Avila  University 
will  provide  a qualified  mentor  for  intensive 
supervision.  Prerequisites:  admittance  to  the 
Education  Division.  All  Education  coursework 
completed.  I,  II,  S. 
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Master  of  Arts  in 
Education- 
Completion  Program 


The  goal  of  the  graduate  program  in  education 
is  to  provide  practicing  teachers  with  skills  nec- 
essary to  become  truly  effective  “master” 
teachers.  The  Master’s  Program  in  Education  is 
unique  in  that  there  are  two  ways  in  which  to 
enter  the  program. 

1 . Students  who  have  completed  the  graduate 
certification  program  at  Avila  University  by 
taking  a minimum  of  1 5 hours  of  500  level 
courses  in  the  program  (not  including  stu- 
dent teaching/internship)  may  finish  the 
master’s  degree  at  Avila  by  completing  18 
hours  of  600  level  courses. 

2.  Practicing  teachers  may  request  up  to  15 
hours  of  graduate  credits  from  other  institu- 
tions be  accepted  toward  the  master’s 
degree.  The  previous  graduate  coursework 
would  be  evaluated  by  the  faculty  members 
of  the  education  graduate  committee  to 
determine  the  number  of  credits  accepted. 
The  student  would  then  complete  18  hours 
of  600  level  courses  and  any  other  require- 
ments designated  by  the  committee  to  com- 
plete the  master’s  degree. 

Classes  are  held  once  a week  from  5:30  to  9:30 
p.m.  in  5-  and  8-week  blocks.  A student  may 
enter  the  program  at  the  beginning  of  any  of  the 
5-  or  8-week  sessions  and  does  not  need  to  be 
continually  enrolled  from  session  to  session. 
The  classes  are  set  up  allowing  a student  begin- 
ning in  the  fall  to  finish  coursework  in  2 semes- 
ters and  a summer  of  continuous  enrollment. 
The  student  is  able  to  plan  ahead  for  the  entire 
program  with  class  schedules  guaranteed. 

Admission  Requirements  for  the  Master’s 
Completion  Program: 

The  applicant  seeking  admission  to  this  pro- 
gram: 

Any  student  completing  the  graduate  certifica- 
tion program  at  Avila  University  by  taking  a 
minimum  of  15  hours  of  500  level  courses  (not 
including  student  teaching/internship)  is  auto- 
matically eligible  for  the  master’s  completion 


program.  They  must  simply  complete  all  parts 
of  the  written  application. 

OR 

1.  Complete  all  parts  of  the  written  application. 

2.  Submit  transcripts  of  graduate  work  from 
other  institutions  or  consideration  for  trans- 
fer credit. 

3.  Have  a minimum  of  a 3.0  grade  point  aver- 
age on  a 4.0  scale  of  graduate  coursework. 

Requirements  for  Master’s  Degree 
Completion  Program: 

The  Master’s  degree  in  Education  requires  a 
minimum  of  18  hours  of  coursework.  A maxi- 
mum of  15  hours  of  transfer  credit  is  allowed 
upon  approval  of  the  Educational  Graduate 
Committee.  To  maintain  enrollment,  the  student 
must  carry  a 3.0  average  in  coursework,  with  no 
grade  lower  than  a “C”  (2.0).  To  successfully 
complete  the  graduate  program  in  education, 
the  student  must  pass  each  class  and  maintain  a 
3.0  grade  point  average. 

Required  Courses:  ED  612,  615,  617,  630, 
680  (3  hours  total),  and  684. 

GRADUATE  COURSES  IN  EDUCATION 

ED  612.  Measurement  and  Assessment.  (3) 

This  course  is  designed  to  integrate  planning, 
instruction,  and  measurement  of  the  learning 
process.  Thinking  will  be  directed  toward  the 
assessment  of  student  outcomes.  Topics  will 
include  descriptive  statistics,  alternative  assess- 
ments, classroom  test  characteristics,  classroom 
test  writing,  and  group  test  interpretation.  I. 

ED  615.  Learning  and  Motivation.  (3) 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  survey  the 
major  theoretical  concepts  underlying  how  the 
human  organism  learns  and  what  propels 
him/her  to  action.  Implications  for  instruction, 
lesson  planning,  and  assessment  will  be 
explored.  II. 

ED  617.  Advanced  Behavior 
Management.  (3) 

This  course  will  focus  on  the  application  of  spe- 
cific ecological,  behavioral,  psychoeducational, 
and  developmental  theories  to  real  classroom 
management  and  behavior  problems.  Students 
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should  have  a foundation  in  general  classroom 
management  models.  1. 

ED  630.  Advanced  Curriculum 
Development.  (3) 

The  student  will  explore  the  basic  concepts,  ter- 
minology, philosophy  and  current  research  in 
curriculum  planning;  apply  these  factors  both  in 
class  projects  and  teaching  situations  and  be 
exposed  to  and  analyze  curricula  of  various 
school  districts.  Students  will  apply  concepts  to 
actual  curriculum  writing.  II. 

ED  680.  Special  Topics:  Issues  in  Education. 
(1-3) 

This  course  will  offer  a series  of  one  hour  inten- 
sive classes,  topics  dealing  with  current  issues, 
such  as  site-based  management,  teacher  as 
instructional  leader  and  group  process  tech- 
niques. This  class  will  utilize  outside  experts  as 
instructors  along  with  regular  faculty.  It  will 
provide  an  opportunity  for  students  to  choose 
topics  of  particular  interest  and  use  for  them.  I, 
II,  S. 

ED  684.  Effective  Instruction.  (3) 

The  course  includes  the  advanced  study  and 
implementation  of  learning  theory,  including 
motivation,  reinforcement,  lesson  design,  trans- 
fer, practice  and  higher  level  thinking  skills.  S. 


Master  of  Science 
in  Counseling  Psychology 


The  Master  of  Science  in  Counseling 
Psychology  (MSCP)  program  of  Avila 
University  is  a part  of  a values-based  communi- 
ty of  learning  which  respects  the  worth  and  dig- 
nity of  all  persons.  Within  this  context,  we  are 
committed  to  the  scientist-practitioner  model 
to: 

1)  train  master’s-level  counseling  psycholo- 
gists for  the  delivery  of  mental  health  ser- 
vices in  a variety  of  settings,  such  as  mental 
health  clinics,  counseling  centers,  and 
human  service  agencies;  and 

2)  prepare  graduates  for  further  study  at  the 
doctoral  level. 

These  purposes  are  accomplished  through  a rig- 
orous course  of  study  that  focuses  on  the  inte- 
gration of  psychological  theory  and  counseling 


skills.  The  curriculum  is  designed  around  a set 
of  Educational  Outcomes  that  specifies  the 
knowledge  and  skills  students  are  expected  to 
demonstrate  upon  graduation.  Successful  grad- 
uates will  demonstrate  an  understanding  of  peo- 
ple and  situations  they  can  expect  to  encounter 
in  their  professional  life,  and  will  be  able  to 
develop  a course  of  action  with  regard  to  these 
people  and  situations. 

The  MSCP  program  meets  the  Missouri  state 
educational  requirements  for  licensure  as  a 
counselor  (Licensed  Professional  Counselor  - 
LPC),  and  Kansas  state  educational  require- 
ments for  licensure  as  a master’s-level  psychol- 
ogist (Licensed  Master’s-Level  Psychologist  - 
LMLP)  or  as  a Licensed  Clinical  Psycho- 
therapist (LCP).  The  program  is  a member  of 
the  Council  of  Applied  Master's  Programs  in 
Psychology  (CAMPP)  and  is  accredited  by  the 
Masters  in  Psychology  Accreditation  Council. 

Admission  Requirements 

The  applicant  seeking  admission  to  the  program 
must: 

1 . Have  a bachelor’s  degree  from  an  accredit- 
ed institution, 

2.  Complete  all  parts  of  the  written  applica- 
tion, including  2 letters  of  recommendation, 

3.  Submit  one  official  transcript  of  all  previ- 
ous college  work, 

4.  Have  a grade  point  average  of  3.0  on  a 4.0 
scale  for  at  least  the  last  60  hours  of  under- 
graduate work, 

5.  Complete  one  of  the  following: 

a.  An  undergraduate  degree  in  Psycho- 
logy; OR 

b.  All  four  of  the  following  courses  with  a 
letter  grade  of  “B"  or  higher:  General 
Psychology,  Theories  of  Personality, 
Abnormal  Psychology,  and  Social 
Psychology;  OR 

c.  Adjustment  and  Personal  Growth  (PY 
501)  and  Self  and  Society  (PY  502) 
with  a letter  grade  of  "B”  or  higher. 

6.  Take  the  general  portion  of  the  Graduate 
Record  Examination  and  forward  the  scores 
to  the  Department  at  the  time  of  application. 

Requirements  for  Program  Completion 

The  Master’s  degree  carries  a minimum  of  54 
hours  of  coursework  and  will  be  longer  for 
some  applicants  with  less  background  in  psy- 
chology. Ordinarily  only  6 hours  of  transfer 
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credit  are  allowed.  The  student  must  maintain  a 
3.0  average  in  coursework  with  no  grade  lower 
than  “C”  (2.0). 

The  Counseling  Practicum  must  be  completed 
successfully  before  a student  may  enroll  in 
Internship.  The  Internship  includes  a 750  hour 
placement  with  an  outside  agency.  Evaluation 
must  be  favorable  for  completion  of  the  degree. 
A passing  score  on  a final  comprehensive 
examination  is  required  for  completion  of  the 
degree.  Arrangements  for  the  exam  must  be 
made  toward  the  end  or  after  completion  of 
coursework. 

STUDENT  STATUS  WITHIN  THE  PSY- 
CHOLOGY GRADUATE  PROGRAM 

1 . Student  in  Good  Standing 

-has  successfully  met  all  entrance  require- 
ments 

-has  maintained  an  overall  GPA  of  3.0  or 
better  with  no  grade  below  “C” 

-has  not  yet  taken  Beginning  Practicum. 

2.  Provisional  Status 

-students  completing  prerequisite  courses 
for  admission  to  the  program  as  listed  in  5b 
or  5c  under  Admission  Requirements. 

3.  Probationary  Status 

-a  “Student  in  Good  Standing"  moves  to 
Probationary  Status  when  his/her  overall 
graduate  GPA  falls  below  3.0  or  the  stu- 
dent receives  a grade  below  “C”. 

-students  on  probation  have  one  semester  to 
return  their  GPA  to  3.0  or  above  to  regain 
“Good  Standing”;  failure  to  do  this  may 
lead  to  dismissal  from  the  program. 

4.  Candidate  Status 

-“Students  in  Good  Standing”  who  pass  the 
Counseling  Practicum  with  a grade  of  “B" 
or  better  will  be  considered  by  the  graduate 
faculty  for  “Candidate  Status”  which  is 
essentially  permission  to  continue  in  the 
program.  All  work  to  that  point  will  be 
reviewed. 

-students  who  receive  a grade  below  “B”  in 
the  Counseling  Practicum  will  be  denied 
“Candidate  Status”;  the  graduate  faculty 
will  determine  if  the  student  is  allowed  to 
retake  the  practicum;  failure  to  receive  per- 
mission to  retake  the  practicum  will  lead  to 
dismissal  from  the  program. 


The  Final  Examination 

Candidates  who  have  successfully  completed  or 
are  completing  the  Internship  will  submit  a 
written  case  study  of  a client.  Approval  of  these 
cases  by  the  graduate  faculty  will  lead  to  an  oral 
examination  covering  this  material. 

Required  Courses: 

PY  60 1 , 605,  6 1 0,  6 1 2,  6 1 5.  620,  625,  630,  635, 
645,  650,  655,  660,  685,  695,  699  and  3 hours 
of  approved  elective  credit. 

GRADUATE  COURSES  IN  PSYCHOLOGY 

PY  501  Adjustment  and  Personal 
Growth.  (3) 

This  course  will  introduce  students  to  various 
theories  used  to  understand  people  and  abnor- 
mality, as  well  as  how  to  successfully  adjust  to 
life  stressors. 

PY  502  Self  and  Society.  (3) 

This  course  will  cover  the  various  ways  in 
which  people  process  and  interpret  social  infor- 
mation. It  will  also  include  the  examination  of 
how  gender,  race/ethnicity,  socioeconomic  sta- 
tus and  sexual  orientation  affect  individual 
experience. 

PY  601.  Statistics.  (3) 

Designed  to  be  an  introductory  course  in  statis- 
tical analysis.  Emphasis  will  be  on  practical 
methods  as  well  as  on  theory.  Topics  include 
central  tendency,  variability,  correlation,  regres- 
sion, hypothesis  testing  and  analysis  of  vari- 
ance. I. 

PY  605.  Theories  and  Methods  of 
Counseling.  (3) 

Designed  to  introduce  the  pre-practicum  stu- 
dent to  a general  model  for  effective  helping 
skills.  This  course  will  include  both  didactic 
and  experiential  components.  The  course  will 
emphasize  basic  attending  skills  as  the  founda- 
tion of  effective  listening.  I. 

PY  610.  Personality  Development.  (3) 

This  course  will  compare  and  contrast  the  major 
themes  of  childhood  and  adolescent  personality 
development.  Constructs  from  the  psychoana- 
lytic, cognitive,  behavioral  and  humanistic 
movements  will  be  employed  to  analyze  a per- 
son’s adjustment  from  birth  through  adulthood. 
1. 
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PY'  612.  Learning  and  Cognition.  (3) 

This  course  covers  the  principles  concerned  with 
how  people  acquire,  store,  transform,  use,  and 
communicate  information,  as  well  as  the  appli- 
cation of  cognitive  behavorial  theory  in  counsel- 
ing. II. 

PY  615.  Career  Development.  (3) 

Designed  to  allow  informed  choice  concerning 
career  choice  and  lifestyle,  this  course  will  cover 
vocational  choice  theory,  career  decision-mak- 
ing processes  and  career  development  explo- 
ration techniques.  S. 

PY  620.  Family  Systems:  Theory  & 
Treatment.  (3) 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  survey  the  fun- 
damental processes  of  systems  functioning  and 
application  of  general  theory  to  specific  theoret- 
ical formulations  of  family  development,  family 
pathology  and  therapeutic  interventions  with 
disordered  families.  Major  topics  include  normal 
family  development,  general  systems  concepts 
such  as  homeostasis,  hierarchy  and  feedback 
loops,  historical/psychodynamic  theory  and  a 
systematic  investigation  of  particular  approaches 
to  family  function/dysfunction  utilizing  multi- 
generational  viewpoints  and  various  structural 
and  strategic  models.  II. 

PY  625.  Research  Design.  (3) 

The  course  will  study  research  designs  common- 
ly used  in  counseling  psychology  research. 
Prerequisite:  PY  601.  II. 

PY  630.  Introduction  to  Professional 
Counseling.  (3) 

This  course  introduces  students  to  theories  of 
counseling  and  therapy,  ethics  and  the  diagnostic 
system  used  by  psychologists.  It  includes  an  ori- 
entation to  professional  practice,  and  empha- 
sizes a multicultural  approach  to  counseling  and 
therapy.  Prerequisite:  PY  605  and  PY  610.  II. 

PY  635.  Individual  Intelligence 
Assessment.  (3) 

The  student  will  administer  a series  of  Wechsler 
individual  intelligence  tests.  The  student  will 
learn  to  interpret  the  tests  as  indicators  of 
scholastic  ability  and  as  screening  devices  for 
learning  and  emotional  difficulties.  The  student 
will  become  cognizant  of  the  limitations  of  intel- 
ligence tests  in  relation  to  their  reliability,  norm- 
ing  and  interpretation.  Fee  required.  I. 


PY  645.  Personality  Assessment.  (3) 

This  course  will  provide  the  student  with  a basic 
understanding  of  the  fundamental  properties  of 
testing  critical  to  test  selection  and  interpreta- 
tion. The  student  will  also  acquire  a broad 
knowledge  of  several  instruments  used  for  the 
assessment  of  personality,  intelligence,  organic 
disorders  and  career  development.  Students  will 
become  proficient  in  administration  of  a battery 
of  select  objective  and  projective  personality  and 
career  instruments,  interpret  the  data  provided 
by  these  instruments  and  integrate  the  informa- 
tion from  the  battery  in  report  format.

PY  650.  Biological  Bases  of  Behavior.  (3) 

Biological  psychology  explores  the  relationship 
between  biology  and  human  experience.  II. 

PY'  655.  Advanced  Social  Psychology.  (3) 

The  scientific  study  of  the  ways  in  which  indi- 
viduals are  affected  by  other  people.  There  is 
also  a special  emphasis  how  race/ethnicity,  gen- 
der, age  and  sexual  orientation  affect  experience. 
I. 

PY  660.  Theories  & Methods  of  Group 
Counseling.  (3) 

This  course  will  focus  upon  the  structure  and 
dynamics  of  the  group  treatment  process.  The 
student  will  be  exposed  to  the  important  ele- 
ments of  selection,  grouping  and  choice  of  lead- 
ership style.  General  techniques  of  group  prac- 
tice and  applications  to  specific  populations  will 
be  discussed.  Prerequisite:  PY  605  and  PY  630.

PY  680.  Special  Topics.  (1-3) 

Special  Topics  will  change  every  semester  and 
include  the  study  of  timely  and  pertinent  areas  in 
the  field  of  psychology.

PY  685.  Counseling  Practicum.  (3)

PY  690.  Directed  Study.  (1-3) 

This  course  will  give  the  student  an  opportunity 
to  pursue  a course  of  study  through  reading, 
study  and  research.  One,  two  or  three  hours  of 
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credit  may  be  earned;  a student  may  apply  no 
more  than  three  credit  hours  under  this  course 
number  toward  his  degree.

PY  695.  Internship.  (1-6) 

This  course  will  provide  the  culminating  experi- 
ence in  a field/agency  for  which  the  student  is 
preparing.  The  student  will  spend  750  hours 
working  in  a responsible,  yet  supervised  capaci- 
ty, in  a professional  placement.  Prerequisites: 
PY  685  and  a minimum  of  30  hours  of  complet- 
ed graduate  work.  I,  II,  S. 

PY  699.  Seminar  in  Abnormal  Behavior.  (3) 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide  maximum 
interchange  between  instructor  and  student.  The 
course  content  will  deal  with  current  issues  in 
abnormal  psychology.  Topics  to  be  discussed 
include  current  research,  techniques  and  treat- 
ment alternatives  which  are  related  to  the  field  of 
psychopathology.  An  additional  goal  is  to  pro- 
vide the  opportunity  to  do  a thorough  literature 
review  in  a selected  area  and  make  an  in-depth 
class  presentation.  Prerequisites:  Minimum  of 
18  hours  completed  including  PY  605,  610  and
